SPRINGFIELD, ILL., May 20.—The an- 
nouncement yesterday afternoon that 
the Committee on Credentials would not be 
ready to report tillthis morning was a great 
disappointment to the country delegates, all 
ofwhom were anxious to get home; hence 
business to-day will be rushed. It was rumored 
last night that the Grantites had given in and 
consented to seat part of the Cook county del- 
egates and thrown up the sponge. Farwell is 
now denounced as an atrocious liar. The 
Cook county Blaine-Washburne programme, 
as settled in caucus last evening, is to refuse to 
pledge themselves to abide bythe action of 
the Committee on Credentials not to enter into 
convention, butelect eight delegates to Chi- 
cago,and bring the contest tothe National 
Convention. They claim this will paralyze the 
whole vote of Illinois, which will 
have to wait till the contest is 
settled before voting, throw the majority with 
thefanti-Grant men, capture the convention 
and beat Grant. They went into caucus again 
this morning with closed doors. The conven- 
tion was Called to order at_9:30. Prayer was 
offered, and the Green county contest settled 
by dividing the county delegation equally 
among thé contestants, which was done 
among some bogus enthusiasm. The Cook 
county fight was precipitated by the resolu- 
tions offered by Robinson, of Quincy, that the 


Committee on Credentials reject any delegate 
that hud bolted the Chicago Convention. The 
confusion was extreme. The Grant men 
piomptiv moved to lay the motion on the 
table. Amid much excitement the result 
was announced—yeas ,357 ; nays, 251—showing 
n Grant majority just as vesterday onthe ad- 
jourpment test vote.

The Convention Proceedings. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., May 20.—The Repubiican 
State Convention began its second day's ses- 
sion at 9 o’clock with every inch of standing 
room on tbe floor and in the galleries of the 
House of Representatives occupied by an in- 
terested audience. 

Prayer was offered, after which the Com- 
mittee on Credentials reported, recommending 
the settlement of the contest in Green county 
by admitting tour Grant and four Blaine dele- 
gates and giving each half of the vote. This 
was approved and delegates admitted. The 
Chair stuted that the committee would not be 
able to report on the Cook county contest for 
at leadt two hours, whereupon a series of mo- 
tions to adjourn, take a recess, etc., were 
made, principally for amusement, with con- 
siderable confusion. 

Robbins, of Adams, on behalf of the Blaine - 
Washburne men, said tue only way of getting 
an early report from the committee was by re- 
lieving it of part of its labor. He theretore 
offered a resolution instructing: the committee 
notto consider the claim of any contesting 
delegates who boited trom any convention 
which metin regular manner at the place and 
at the time designated by the proper authority. 
This hit atthe Palmer House delegation was 
received with tremendous cheers by the 
Blaine-Wasbburne men, and a motion to table 
the resolution occasioned still louder applause 
onthe part of the Grant men. The call of 
counties resulted in tabling the resolution bya 
vote of 351 to 251, showing 100 majority for 
tne Grant men outside ot Cook county. The 
convention took a recess of one hour. 

A RECESS TILL TWO. | 

On re-assembling the Chair announced that 
the committee would be unable to report be- 
fore one o’clock, and the convention took a 
recess until two. 


The Afternoon Session. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., May 20.—The conven- 
tion met at 20’clock and waited till after 3 
without any business whatever being attempt- 
ed. State Senator Fuller, of Boone, 
offered a resolution providing for giving 
credentials to delegates to the National Con- 
vention elected by the District Conventions. 
Senator Logan objected tothe resolution as 
premature, and Mr. Fuller withdrew. Mr.

AMERICA’S BIG GUNS. 


Ancient Smooth-Bores—How Ordnance 
' is Tested. 


From the New York Tribune. ! 

In 1872 Congress made an appropriation for 
experiments with heavy rifled guns, and pro- 
vided at the same time that at least three of the 
systems tried should be breech-loading. This 
clause was inserted to move the Ordnance 
Corps from its obstinate attachment to the old 
muzzle-loading system. The appropriation 
stirred up our American inventors, and a 
number of devices were urged upon the Gov: 
ernment. The three breech-loaders selected 
were those of Mann, Sutciiff and Thompson. 
H. F. Mann, a Pittsburg iron manufacturer, 
was the first tourge breech-loading cannon 
upon the Ordnance Department. e began 
in 1863, and has continued his efforts persist- 
ently ever since. His gun is a purely Ameri- 
can ice, while others invented in 
this country have borrowed some- 
thing from Krupp and other foreign inventors. 
The Government bought from him for the 
trial an 8-inch rifle, and took from Suteliff a 
H. inch rifle, and from Thompson a 12-inch 
rifle. At the same time it had a muzzle- 
loading rifle ae on the plans of Wood- 
bridze—a cast-iron piece with a wrought-iron 
core lined with brazed wire—and also bought 
an *‘accelerating gun,“ a curious-looking ob- 
ject, having four powder chambers bulging 
out from the barrel, the contents of which are 
tired ‘in succession as the shot passes out. 
Neither of these guns was thoroughly tested— 
eight or ten rounds only being fired from 
each, the full test being 500 rounds. They 
now lie useless inthe sand near the proving 
ground. Appropriations for their further test 
bave been recommended by the War Depart- 
ment, but never made. 

While the inventors of these guns were hop- 


ing for their adoption, the Ordnance Corps was

working on a gunofits own. Colonel Cris- 
pin, a veteran member of the corps, who per- 
fected the system of altering the old Rodman 
cast-iron smooth-bores into wrought-iron lin- 
edi rifles, took the Krupp breech-loading sys- 
tem, and, with some slight modifications 

ditched it on to one ofthese 12-inch altered 
pieces. A full test of 500 rounds was given 
to this gun, with resul:s which satisfied the 
Ordnance Board, composed of Colonel Cris- 
pin, Major Bailor and Captain Comly, The 
piece stands under a sbed on the proving 
Zround with its breech carefully wrapped up 
in canvas, and the officers seem reluctant to 
exbibit it. The general understanding among 
army oiticers is that this system is to be 
adovted as the standard forthe service, and 
taat the four new 12-inch rifles authorized by 
the appropriation just voted by Congress will 
be made upon it. A battery of field artillery 
will also, they think. be constructed on the 


same plan so far as the breech-loading appa- 


ratus is concerned, and putinto the service. 
The system is valuable for its economy, as it 
is applicable to old muzzle-loaders,and it has 
the experience of Krupp’s guns to fall back 
upon. Ithas, howeveg, the known defects of 
Krupp’s system, and the additional one of be- 
ing attached to an iron gun, consisting, with 
its lining and breech-plug, of three parts, in- 
stead of working upon asingle homogeneous 
mass of steel, like Krupp’s guns. Then it is 
got an American system, for Colonel Crispin 
only claims its adaptation, not its invention, 
Ifa second gun is made for comparative 
tests with this so-called ordnance gun, it will 
probably be constructed on the Mann system, 
which has recently been tried for field artil- 
lery with good results. Thompson and Suteliff 
seem to have abandoned the field in despair, 
and Mann is the only inventor who keeps up 
thesiege. His gun is the simplest of all, and 
is well spoken of by the ordnance officers. In 
the Krupp system the bore is prolonged 
through the breech of the gun, and an open- 
ing cut through forward of the breech, which 
is viosed by a wedge-like niece of steel, worked 
by a screw after the shot is pushed in past it. 
Sutcliff’s and Thompson’s systems differed 
from Krupp's only in the manner of closing 
this opening. The French have a system 
which they regard as superior to Krupp’s, 
and which has just been appliedto a Parrot 
«un altered at the South Boston Foundry for 
the Navy Department. The breech is closed 
bv a large slotted screw working on a hinge. 
Mann's gun bas a separate breech-block push- 
ed laterally sgainst the open breech of the 
gun by a single turn of a screw. For toading, 
the gun is tilted up by a lever, exposing the 
whole length of the barrel to view, and allow- 
ing the ioadto be put directly in the chamber 
meétead of being pusbed a long way in past a 
tateral opening, as in the Krupp system, to 
reach its position. 

It is bigh time that Congress should adopt 
some settled and liberal policy for supplying 
our harbor defenses with improved guns of 
the highest etticiency. In our present condi- 
tion, if a war with a naval power should occur, 
we should have to depend on torpedoes to 
protect our seaboard ‘cities, for we have no 
navy worth mentioning aud no guns in our 
forts capable of repelling the powerfnlly 
d and armored ships of England, Ger- 
many and France. We might, perhaps, buy 
afeweuns of Mr. Krupp if we had long 
enough warning of the probable breaking out 
of hostilities, but we could not make any our- 
selves in time to meet the emergency. What 
the policy of Congress should he is plain. An 
ample appropriation should first be made for 
a fair competitive trial of all systems for 
beavy breech-loading rifled ordnance possess- 
ing obvious merit, that the most efficient 
svstem might be adopted forthe standard 
arm. Then there should be 
regular appropriations sufficient to build a 
considerable number of such guns every vear, 
until the most Important fortifications could 
be provided with them. 

A visit tothe Sandy Hook proving ground is 
interesting to peoplejwho know nothing of the 
science of gunnery. The huge unfinished 
stone walls of an enormous fort stand staring 
on the sand, a monument to the falsity of the 
old theories of defensive works. They are not 
completed because they would be good for 
nothing against the heavy projectiles of the 
new artillery, and they can serve no useful 
purpose save to furnish a support to sand em- 
bankme nts. Some day, when Congress gives 
the engineers money for the purpose, they 
will cover al! this costly masonry with sand and 


make a good modern work, capable of re- 


pelling’iron-elads before they can get within 
range of the forts at the Narrows. Beyond the 
nalf-built fort is a big shingled tower, look- 
ing like an exaggerated Dutch windmill de- 
prived of its sails, whence incoming ship- 
pingis signaled and reported by telegraph to 
the Ship- News Office at the battery. Near by 
is the ordnance proving ground, where all 
the army experiments with guns and shot are 
conducted.

test of a few reunds with double charges was 
required, but this found to strain the gun 
uselessly, and has abandoned. Accuracy 
is a matter of correct mechanical construction 
of the piece. The velocity of the shot is meas- 
ured by an ingenious electrical apparatus, 
which registers to a thousandth part of a sec- 
ond the time required for the shot to travel 
between two frames placed 100 feet apart on 
the proving ground. Strings are strung on 
these frames, and as the shot cuts them it 
breaks an electric current. To ascertain the 
ribae of a gun at different elevations 
shots are fired out tosea. Two observers are 
placed at equal distances from the gun, each 
provided with a table marked off ;for tri- 
angulation, on which revolves a brass rod with 
sights at each end. When the shot strikes the 
water the observers move their rods so as to 
int to the spot. Then having already the 
— of the triangle they have the direction of 
the two sides and can easily ascertain how far 
off the apex is where the projectile struck. 
The pressure of the powder 1s gauged bya 
little instrument enclosed in a cartridge hav- 
ing a plunger with a knife at one end, which 
is pressed by the explosion into a copper disk. 
The length of the gash determines quite ac- 
curately the force of the pressure, a mechan- 
ical contrivance having ascertained just how 
many pounds force will produce similar gash- 
es of various lengths. We make the best pow- 
der in the world, and could undoubtedly make 
the best guns if there were sufficient encour- 
agement to private enterprise in that direc- 
tion.

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BURNED MILTON. #. 


A Penneylvania Town of Ashes and Un- 
sightly Ruins. 
[Milton (Pa.) Cor. Philadeiphia Times.] 


Great clouds of dust overhang the high- 
ways leading hitherward, denoting the com- 
ing and going of an almost endless succession 
of sight-seeing farmers and citizens of North- 
umberland and Union counties. Although 
the incursion of sympathetic visitors is far less 
numerically than the crowd of yesterday, the 
ruined town is alive with teams. Many brin 
generous Joads of supplies, which are add 
to the reserve store at the commissary or taken 
direct to the homes or temporary abiding- 
places of the friendsof the donors. 

If it would only rain! The whole region is 
canopied with a gray, all-pervading pall of 
smoke floating down to us from the great 
mountain fires to the northward. This, with 
the ankle-deep dust and ashesof the ruins, 
makes habitation here 1 but agreea- 
ble. I climbed to-day the steep hill of the 
cemetery upon the northern edge of the town 
and quite near the point where the flames 
sped away upon their dire errand of devasta- 
tion. Close beneath the bluffs runs the line 
of the Philadelphia and Erie Railroad, and 
parallel with this the canal, now well choked 
with debris and devoid of bridges. From the 
track tothe riverand southward at least a 
mile all that meets the eve isa great plain 
of smouldering ruin. But one structure 
stands, a large mill, built of stone and hap- 
pily roofed with slate. Later, I took a small 
boat and paddled to the mid-stream island op- 
posite the town, giving along perspective of 
ruined stores, warehouses and homes. All 
about, among the rank growth of this refuge, 
were scattered household goods, hastily col- 
lected and, perhaps, lost to their owners, who, 
depositing them under stress of great excite- 
ment, may have forgotten their whereabouts. 
For instance, depending from a tree and swing- 
ing to and fro in the wind I noticed a frame 
enclosing that most sacred of country house- 
hold belongings, a marriage certificate, dated 
twenty years ago. Among the smoking heaps 
of debris upon Front street Mr. Bogle, the 
Postmaster, has his post-office in full opera - 
tion in a marvelously well constructed struc- 
ture of pine, when the length of time occu- 
pied in its rearit g is considered. I have been 


especially struck with the courageous bearing 


of the ladies. So far, no repining. All speak 
hopefully of the future, and plans are hourly 
— . for rebuilding. Thus far, to be sure, 
the stimulating effect of excitement has up- 
held them, and when the relapse comes weary 
nature, throwing off the unaccustomed strain, 
will exact many aregretful tear from brave 
and heipful ones. Several of the churches 
destroyed were large and of almost metropol- 
itan beau t me suggest that the 
congregations “Of the State upon the coming 
Sabbath unite in the contribution of 
a fund to aid in their rebuilding. Lou have 
already published matter showing that the 
percentage of insurance is appreciably better 
than generally prevails in towns like Milton, 
but statistics cannot enter into the considera- 
tion of the future of many of these families. 
Experience in other towns thus devastated in 
past years has demonstrated to me that there 


are many who will begin anew, seeking homes 


in the West, and perhaps finding in years to 
come reason to bless the fire which wasted 
their old homes. Others, more deeply rooted, 
will speedily take Heart and emulate the per- 
severance of fhe spider. One thing is car- 
tain, the element of fire can never destroy an 
American town beyond redemption, and cer- 


tainly not such a one as Milton, set in the 


center of one ofthe richest agricultural dis- 
tricts of the Eastern slope. 


An Ecclesiastical Sensation.

I declare, and call God to witness, that, if the 
popular idea of nell were true, 1 should be 
willing to reneunce an immortality of happi- 
ness if thereby I could save a single soul. I 
can conceive of no happy immortality while 
millions of my fellow-creatures, some of whom 
I had dearly loved, were at the same time 
writhing in agony and without hope.” Mr. 
Adams thinks the church is declining, and says 
that Bisbop Simpson’s statements in his ser- 
mon at Cincinnati on Sunday week area sort 
of whistling to keep up courage. Skepticism 
is crushing the church; andthe church is to 
be blamed for preaching false doctrines about 
the future condition of the race.

Curious Breach of Promise. 
From the New York Times. | 

A father curious breach of promise case 
was recently before Judge Wa „ of the 
United States Circuit Court, at Rochester, on 
a motion fora new trial. Dr. Crampton, of 
Alabama, had engaged to marry his aunt, Miss 
Campbell, the comparatively youthful half- 
sister of hismother. Marriage between per- 
sons i relation was prohibited by 
the laws of Alabama, so it was agreed that the 
engagement should be carried out in the State 
of New York, where thisis not the case. But 
the Doctor, either from waning affection or a 
growing réspect for the opinions of mankind— 
perhaps the latter, as a result of the former 
concluded not to fulfill the agreement at 
all. The aunt, having left Alabama, 


"and claiming a domicile in this State, caught 


the recreant lover at Lockport, had him sued 
for breach of promise, and claimed $10,000 
damages. The case came before Judge Wal- 
lace originally, and he allowed it to go to the 
jury on the facts, without hearing arguments 
on the law points raised, in order that the 
latter might be more fully considered ona 
motion for a new trial. The jury rendered a 
verdict for the plaintiff, and awarded the 
$10,000 asked for, and last week a motion for 
a new trial was decided aflirmatively. A num- 
ber of intricate questions were involved, a 
final solution of which is yet to come. In the 
first place, the contract being made in Ala- 
bama, where its fulfillment would have been 
a violation of the law, was it invalid when it 
was understood and agreed that 
it was to de carried out in New 
York, where there was no law against 
it? Here are questions of domicile and place 
of erformance to be considered; also 
whether, independent of the law relating to 
the obligations of the contract, that of the 
domicile in regard to capacity te enter into it 
should prevail. The question is also raised as 
to whether the essence of the contract is the 
solemnization of the marriage, which might 
be legal in New York, where it was to be per- 
formed, or the relation itself, which was to 
continue in Alabama, where it was forbidden. 
The consider: tion of the moral character and 
the public policy of such unions is also in- 
volved, and the difference between the void - 
ability of the contract if entered into, and the 
obligation to enforce it or the penalty for its 
breach when itis not entered into. In fact, 
the complications arising out of the foolish 
engagement are almost endless. 


Result of a Hasty Marriage.

One Jewish Sabbath last October, Lena 
Leslie, the young and comely proprietress of a 
fancy goods store in Fourth street, met a 
handsome stranger in the Rivington Street 
Synagogue, who took advantage of some trifi- 
ing politeness he had offered to her during the 
service to introduce himself.

He succeeded so well that he 
persuaded his wife to give up her fancy goods 
store and join him in Philadelphia. About 
the same time he proposed thatshe should 
confide to his care her — which amount- 
ed to $8C0, and also some old family diamonds 
cf considerable value that, since her mother’s 
death, she had kept in the vaults of a safe 
deposit company in this city. She at first 
would not consent, but finally, about a month 
ago, she yielded. Three days later Marx 
went away, carrying with him the money and 
jewels. In looking into papers that he left 
behind him the deserted. wife dis- 
covered that his name apparently was not 
Marx, but H. Max Gestenkraut. The paper 
showed that Gestenkraut had in Europe at 
one time obtained money by pretending to be 
a Christian convert. Weighed down by the 
fear that, as he had married her under a false 
name, her marriage was illegal, the poor 
woman sought the aid of the Philadelphia 
police, but to no purpose. Suspecting Gesten- 
kraut to be in this city, about a week ago she 
came here, but thus far has failed in the ob- 
ject of her search. The police can do nothing 
for her, as Gestenkraut has not committed a 
criminal offense in running away with his 
wife’s property, she having confided it to him. 
Mrs. Marx, or Gestenkraut, who is now liv- 
ing with friends at 220 Chrystie street, de- 
spairing of.redress, is anxiously looking for 
employment. 


Rough on the Dogs.

A ferocious bulldog belonging to the family 
of the late William Lytle, near Afton, on the 
C. and E. R. R., five miles east of Batavia, at- 
tacked Georgie and Anna Lytle, daughters of 
deceased, and bit one of the young ladies fif- 
teen timesand the other six, making most 
horrible wounds. The neighbors soon gath- 
ered with guns and pistols, andthe dog was 
pursued ina northerly direction nine miles 
before overtaken and killed. It was said that 
several other dogs inthe vicinity were bitten 
by the mad canine, and great excitement is 
prevailing in consequence. The limbs of one 
of the young ladies were terribly torn and 
mangled atthe calves. The dectors are not 
fully satisfied that it is a genuine case of hy- 
drophobia, but the family and relatives, to 
make sure, are having the wounds treated as 
a mad dog bite, and yesterday left with thes 
injured ladies for North Bend to have’ the 
mad-stene applied. There has been a fearful 
mortality upon the canines at Afton and adja- 
cent country since Friday, as the shotgun 
policy is being vigorously pursued by the citi- 
zens. 


THE Supreme Court of Indiana has decided 
that selling cigars at a hotel stand on Sunday 
is a Work of necessity, and hence that the 
seller can not be indicted under the statute. 
The court says that smoking a cigar is as 
much a necessity to those who have acquired 
the babit as drinking tea or coffee; that there 
is as much necessity for continuing this habit 
on Sunday as On any day of the week, and that 
whatever is necessary and proper to do on 
Sunday to supply this constant daily need is a 
work of necessity within the meaning of the 
law. It is not unlawful, the court holds, to 
keep a hotel on Sunday in the same way taat 
it tis usually kept on a week day, aud if a 
hotel keeps acigar stand, which is a part of 
its establishment, and from which it sells 
cigars to its guests and customers ona week 
day, it is not unlawful to sell cigars from the 
same stand inthe same wayon Sunday. 
„There is no difference legally between the 
act of selling a cigar under such circumstances 
and the act of furnishing a cup of tea or coffee, 
a meal of victuals, or supplying any other 
daily want to a customer on Sunday for pay.“

THE LOST ATALANTA.

Was the British School Ship a Floating 
Coffin’? 


a [From the New York World.1 

At last it is announced that at the Admiral- 
ty little hope is entertained that the Atalanta 
is afloat, and that an inquiry is to be held into 
ber condition on sailing. The Atalanta was 
built at Pembroke in 1844, trom designs by 
Admiral Eliot, and was not—despite the pub- 
lished reports—a ‘companion ship to the ill- 
fated Eurydice, which went down ina squall 
off the Isle of Wight. She was classed offi- 
cially as a corvette sloop, was 131 feet long, 
with a beam of 40 feet, and of 958 tons capa- 
city. After service as a man-oOf-war she was 
used as a water-police hulk in Portsmouth 
Harbor, and after the foundering of the Eury- 
dice she was converted into a training- 
ship. She then carried 
fixed on the main deck; to increase 
her stability her masts were shortened, the 
reductions involving a considerable diminu- 
tion of the canvas she earried. After her first 
cruise to the West Indies her guns were re- 
moved and replaced by two nine-pounders 
placed on the weather-deck, and compensa- 
tion in weight was effected by the introduction 
of ten tons of pig-iron ballast stowed between 
her water-tanks in the main hold. After the 
next cruise “her bulge, or rolling keels, were 
also removed instead of being refastened, they 
having in the first instance en imperfectly 
fastened, which led to slight leakages, 
and she was thoroughly recaulked simul- 
taneously.” She sailed from Portsmouth 
on her third eruise of instruction November 
7, 1879, for the West Indies, with orders tore- 
tuin home about the 4th of April. In conse- 
quence of two cases of yellow fever occurrin 
on board Capt. Stirling determined to pr 
at once to Bermuda, where he arrived Jan- 
uary 29, and left on the 3lst of January for 
England, the crew being then in good health, 
since which date no intelligence of the Atalan- 
ta has been received. When the Atalanta left 
Bermuda she had 109 tons of water on board, 
and was amply provisioned. Against the the- 
ory that her stability was decreased as the 
water was withdrawn from her tanks is to be 
placed the assurance given by the Admiralty 
officials that as the tanks were emptied they 
were filled with salt water. She had on 
board some three hundred young sailors and 
the following offioers: Captain, Francis Stirling; 
Lieutenants, Frederick A. Blackett, Arthur 
Dove, Philip E. Fisher and Alex. W. Ainslie; 
Navigating Lieutenant, Wm. Henry Steph - 
ens; Chaplain, the Rev. Robert Nimmo, M. 
A.; Staff Surgeon, Edward L. Moss, M. D.; 
Paymaster, John Ashton; Sub-lieutenant, 
Edward P. Charrington; Surgeon, Laurence 
W. Corcoran, B. A., M. D.; Gunner, David 
Silk; Boats wains. Frederic Standish and 
Richard Clancy. Captain Stirling has been in 
tbe service some thirty years, serving with 
distinction in the Crimean war, in China at 
the capture of Canton and against the Malay 
pirates. Staff Surgeon Moss, it may be worth 
saying, served as surgeon ofthe Bulldog in 
action at Cape Haytien, Santo Domingo, Oc- 
tober 23, 1865, when she was blown up, being 
hard and fast aground; he also served ia the 
Arctic expedition of 1875-76, for 
which he received the Arctic medal 
and was promoted. According to re- 
cent mail dates considerable excitement had 
been caused by the story of John Virling, an 
ordinary seaman, invalided home from the 
Atalanta suffering from consumption and now 
in hospital. He declared that on the voyage 
across the Barbadoes the sbip rolled terribly 
ina gale and was considered rather heavily 
rigged, while most of the men were seasick 
and useless. A naval official hurried at once 
to the hospital and interviewed Virling, when 
a correction and explanation of his story were 
telegraphed, but as the correspondent of the 
Times sticks to his version and points out sev- 
eral wifite fibs in the correction,“ it is cer- 
tain that more will be heard of the matter. 
A seaman in hospital when interviewed by 
an official of the Admiralty cannot be ex- 
pected to see things in exactly the same light 
as when heis chatting with a comrade ora 
nurse.

The Govern- 
ment ofthis great country is too vast a thing 
for any one to claim. Nothing that a man can 
do, nothing that a man may be, can give him 
a claim to the Presidency, except, of course, 
when his nomination is tollowed by an election. 
Tilden might have claimedthe office after his 
election in 1876,onthe ground that he was elect- 
ed; but his failure todoso then does not give 
him any right to another nomination; it rather 
works the other way. 

There is a pretey sentiment connected with 
the renomination of Tilden, andit we were 
sure of electing whomsoever we may choose, it 
would perhaps be well to put Tilden in again. 
But our fortunes are by no meanseasy. We 
have no sure thing. Far otherwise. The strug- 
gle before usis adesperate one under any cir- 
cumstances. We must do our best or we lose. 
We may lose even then, It will not do to de 
ceive ourselves in this matter. Whoever 
the Chicago nominee is, he will not be 
such a weak man as Hayes was. He 
will be Grant with all that that means, or 
some one on whom the Republicans can heart- 
ily unite. It Grant isthe man, we can beat 
him with any one who can carry New York. If 
Grant is not the man, then the nominee will be 
one who is entirely acceptable to his party,and 
such aone will have abetter support than 
Hayes had, will arouse more entousiasm and 
poll a stronger vote. Tilden, on the other 
hand, would be weaker than he was in 1876, 
and this, too, despite the disaffection in New 
York. There were force and meaning in ‘‘Til- 


den and Reform’’ jour years ago, 
There would be little in it now. The 
country was greatly dissatisfied with the 


Republicans then; it bas forgotten much in the 
meantime. And the Democracy stood better 
then in public estimation than it does now. 
We do not say why this is so; we but call atten- 
tion to the fact. Itis proved by the decrease 
in our Congressional majority, and by the sen- 
timent of the independent and even of many 
Democratic papers. In view of all these things 
we must choose our ablest and best men, men 
in whose statesmanship the country has confi- 
dence, men whose names will be a guarantee 
that the promises in our plattorm will be faith- 
fully kept, men against whom there is no dis- 
content; and S. J. Tilden is not of the number. 


Tilden and the German Vote.

The New York Staats- Zeitung. the richest ot 
the German daily newspapers of America, has 
always been a constant advocate, its editor 
standing inthe Democratic conventions shoul- 
der to shoulder with Tilden against Tweed and 
Kelly and all dissentients.

In his speech at a meeting ot the Conserva- 
tives at the Bridgewater House yesterday, Bea- 
consiield, itis stated, admitted the great sur- 
prise he felt at the result of 
the election. He ook upon himself 
part of the blame for the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment, but said the party whips were not 
blameless, as the defeat of the Conservatives 
was greatly due to lamentable deficiencies in 
the organization, which he trusted would be 
remedied in the future, and, with that end in 
view, he suggested the appointment 
of a committee with W. H. Smith 
as Chairman.

A short 
prayer was offered by Bishop Brown, and then 
the act of ordaining H. M. Turner was per- 
icrmed by Bishop Payne, assisted by 
Eiders FA.

Stansbury, J. W. Early, and P. Toliver, the 
rules estublished by the ritual being observed.

A Man Decapitated by a Railway 
Train,

The Engineer and Conductor Held for 
' Gross Carelessness. 


Carl Matz, aGerman fifty-seven years old, 
who has been in the employ of the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad many years, last even- 
ing met a horrible fate. He was 
standing on the east track near Taylor 
street at 10 o’clock, waiting for the Belmont 
train to stop—it being his duty to examine the 
boxes of the Cars—when a freight train that 


was being backed down knocked him 
down and four heavily loaded cars 
passed over him, killing him 
instantly and wangeling him in a 


horrible manner. Thehead of the unfortunate 
man was completely severed trom the body 
and rolled off to the side of the track, and his 
limbs and the trunk were literally ground to 

ieces under the wheels, while the brake 

eams addedto the work of mutilation. A 
passenger named Chas, Malloy on the Belmont 
train witnessed the accident and gave the 
alarm. The remains were gathered up ani 
taken to the freight depot and subse- 
quently removed to Hoffmeister’s livery stable. 
Ihe deceased leaves a wife and several chil- 
dren, who live in Carondelet at the corner of 
Seventh and Loughborough avenue. James 
Smith, the conductor, James Fizzel, engineer, 
and Fred. King, tireman of the treight train, 
were hela by tne police to await the Coroner’s 
inquest, which was held this morning. 

CRIMINAL CNRELESSNESS. 

Capt. Ferd Kennett, of the First District, 
came up to the city this morning and in con- 
versation with « POSsST-DISPATCH reporter 
stated that from the evidence at hand this 
case Was one of gross carelessness upon the 
part ot the officers of the freight train. The 
train was displaying no signal light, the bell 
was not ringing andthere was nothing to in- 
dicate tbe coming of the truin except its rum- 
ble. The engineer and eonductor were locked 
up on Captain Kennett’s order to await the re- 
sult of the inquest being held by Deputy Coro- 
ner O’ Neil this afternoon.

The Reformed Presbyterian Synod. 

Dirrsnuze, Pa., May 20.—The Reformed 
Presbyterian Synod met this morning in the 
famous Oak Alley Church. Rev. Robt. Hunter 
of the Obio Presbytery was chosen Moderator. 
Rev. McDowell said in view ofthe fact that 
Woodside was suspended minister he 
moved that the synod beconstituted anew, 
Woodside protested and said it it was done he 
would abandon the church, and would have 


the trustees clear &. The motion was 
then laid on the table. McDowell asked leave 
to present charges of the Northern .Presbytery 
of New York, but delegates counseled modera- 
tion.
